Gentlemen: Nothing can be more gratify- 
ing. than the bénor of having succeeded in 
gaining the approbation and good. will of the 
people of one the most important constituen- 
cies in-the country, I bave great pleasure in 
accepting the nomination alluded to io your 
requisition. Tbe next. Legislative Assembly 
will probably be the most important that bas 
ever met in this colony, and it behoves al: 
good men to be vigilant, and to exert them- 
selves to insure the successful working of 
Parliamentary Government, 

It may be found well ia practice to remem- 
ber that the misrepresentations of those de- 
signing meo, who so lovdly asserted that 
you were not qualified to, exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the country, have been signally refuted, and 
that twelve years of misgovernment proves 
must conclusively, that they were not compe- 
tent to hold,or exercise ,the office of governors 
with advantage or bafety to the community. 
Experience shows tnat i, were vain to expect 
political improvement from men in whose 
official career is not to de found material 
progress, when not ideatified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I cotifess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
disnstrous retrogression of the past, | am 
puzzled to account for the loug con inuante 
of a political system, to which is traceable so 
much unmixed evil—a system containing 
within irseif such, active ¢lements of ruin, 
which when considered ic the abstract, might 
have been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much sooner. Nor indeed.is this all. It 
will be the duty of fature legislators, ia 
their post mortem examivation of the late 
government to fearlessly probe the complicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its fion) 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
community bas suffered politica: ills so pat= 
ently as the people of British Columhia. The 
amount of maledmidistration, and the extra- 
ordinary natore of official aggrandizement is 
perfec: lyastcu ding, A:nore @ 1. rab @ ‘ollec® 
tivn of despotic follies can haruly be imagined. 
We bave seen public servants voting their 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public opinion, »od pursuing with 
s.udied malevoletice, the popu:ar represent: - 
tves. We have seen mete adveniurer-, 
employed as envoys entrusted with important 
@ ‘te secrets-adver turers who are universal y 
execrated, whom the prople huve never trasted 
and have ‘lor 1g suspected—Crratures who are 
to British Columoiana what tbe hateful 
Cinudinus were to the Ancient Romans Nay, 
to crown this humiliating drama, a perverse 
aod apparentiy senseless superior authority 
receive them with falsome flattery, and ap- 
piause and preferment ia showered opon 
their beads in proportion to -the mlschiel 
that they have done. 

The singularly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregoant with 


}yestcuction a1d warning, and affords to every 


reficcting mina numerous and important les 
sons. The time appears appropriate for 
turning such Jessuns to,account by improve- 
ments at ofice jexpediait, practical, «nd 
décisive; but they realize oualy halt the danger 
which these events indicate, who see jn them 
only official astrpation on thé 6né Hand, anc 
determiped ‘opposition. on the other. The 
lesson, Wwhiele these events“ teach us fs. 
that gross legislation, | and extrene 
agitation are -inseperably connected 
—that each is the blood relation of the other, 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
apprehended by placing great powers in the 
hands of our governors withdut being secured 
by immediate not remote, certain not dubiou- 
const tutional laws that those power shall vot 
be abused. 

Tt will hardly be disputed by men of can- 
donr aud experience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably riecessary. to the 
security and efficiency of all just governments 
the most important of which J believe to be, 
freedom and security against wrong. Now I 
think you will readily admit that most 
civilized governments have succeeded preity 
well in securing the peopl¢ ayainat wrong 
from each other; but to secire them by laws 
against wrong from the government itself, i 
a problem of a far more dilficalt sort, which 
few nations since the conumpncement of gov- 
ernments have attempted to polve. But it 16 
a problem upon the solution pf which depenas 
the freedom and.security of every existing 
nation against oppression and peculation,and 
whith from its importance commends itse f to 
the anxious and impartial consideration of all 
men who are desirous of rendering permanent 
service to mankind 

That it is not the business of those who 
govern to compel public opinion to follow 
them. but that itis their duty to follow pub- 
lie opinion, is a canon of my, political creed. 
Uofurtunately the prac:ice of those who have 
governed this colony, bas been, both bs 
precept and example to think differently, bu 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the advocates ofjastice and of reason shall 
be verified,—when the @ just and barbarous 
jaws which disfranebised so many ijate}ligent 
and worthy citizens shall éxist only as evi- 
dence of the bipotry, and sordid ignor-nve 
of those from whom they. ¢manated,—when 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of arts anu 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust thut with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Respousibie 
Guvernment our popular representstiqes may 
#6 far ignore lucal issues as to faithfully dod 
permanently reform the bad  Ilegisia- 
tion of the past, »nd by a comprehensive and 
liveral policy, inaugurate a new era in our 
political history and insure the prosperity aud 
bappiness of all.

So our whvle revenue derived 
ond the Federal Government will ap- 
proximate to aboat $213,810 per annum. 
Tbe balance of our revenue will ‘be de- 

riged'from local sources. First stands 
the Road Tolls, which though threatened, 
are estimated at $42,000 in 1871. Next 
our land sales, though estimated at $20,- 
000 this year, yet, as $13,000 for errears 
are incladed in thet amount, the actual 
revenue will be only $7,000. For rent of 
Laad and Pre-emptioo Fees, the estimate 
is'$5000; for Mining Certificates, $11,- 
090; for Miniog Receipts, $15,000; for 
Spirit: Licenses, $27,000; for Trading 
Licenses, $15,000; for Fines and Fees 
of Court, $6,500; bad for Registry and 
Assay Fees, $3,500. These are ail the 
resent sources of general revenue. There 
ge apritem of some $7,000 for Road Tax, 
bet that is expended on Vancouver 
Island, in the districts where it is raised.

Fhe Tichborne Trial. 


English papers contain further proceedings 
in the Tichborne case, the claimant having 
under The following 
taken place between the 
Chief Justice aud the leading counsel engaged 
on either side :-— 


Mr. Sergeant Ballantine-said there was a 
subject he wished to mention to bis Lordship 
befure proceeding with the cross-examinativu 
of the witness. He believed it was not gener- 
ally understood that hia Lordship, by 0 of 
Pariioment, hud no power of sitting beyond 
the 10th of August, avd no power of renewing 
bis sitting before the 3rd of November, und 
under such circamstances the case would 
nece sarily be adjourned till thattime. The 
question which his learued friend gad himself 
had to consider was whether before that time 
a portion of the 1uquiry could be finished, 
and whether the plsintiff’s case could be con- 
ciaded. He bad had hoped that the plain- 
tiffs ease could have been concluded, aud his 
learned friend the Solicitor-General’s speech 
for the detendant could have been made before. 
it became necessary to adjourn, but on con- 
sultation they found that to be impossible 
It had been stated that 117 witnesses had to 
be called for the plaiotiff, He was sorry to 
say that there was only a slight exaggeration; 
they had nearly 100 witnesses to call, and 
of them must occupy a considerable 
time, In addition to that there was a great 
mass of evidence which would have to be Isis 
before the court from Australia, taken before 
the commission issued there There 
were also suggestions made as to claimant 
which would compel bim to call rebutting 
evidence, Under these cireamstences bis 
learned friends aad bimself had suapplication 
to make to bis Lordship to allow én adjourn> 
ment ofithe case on the 10th or I1th of July 
of which they were of opicion would pot inany 
way impede the subsequent ingairy. This 
was an application of counsel—of bimself and 
those with bim, and of bis learned triends oa 
the other side. He sincerely hoped it would 
not add to the labours of the jury ; and that 
they would not feel. that. ia making the sp- 
plication, they were at all regardless of their 
comfort of contenience. He made this appli- 
cation with the concurrence of his learned 
friends on the other side. 

The Solicitor-General said that his learned 
friend representing the plaintiff, it was bis 
duty to take the initiative. So faras he bad 
stated he concurred with him. If, by sitting 
till the 10th of Angust the case be finished, 
and his speech heard, that would bave been 
the fairest, a3 his comments on what be hoped 
be should be able to prove would go forth 
with the evidence on the other side. If there 
were any reasonable prospect of that he 
should not have concarred in the application. 
But that was not possible, and under these 
circumstances he thought it would be far 
more convenient if the case should be broken 
about the 10th of July than go on nearer to 
its conclusion to be resumed in November. 
He, therefore, with the concurrence of bis 
own side, begged leave respectfully to concur 
in the suggestion made, leaving the matter of 
coarse to bis Lordship. 

The Chief Justice said he bad had been ex- 
tremely desirous that the case should be tried 
continuously, and had fixed it to be taken 
early in the year. But circumstances ‘had 
compelled the trial to be postponed, It was 
supposed the trial would last six or seven 
weeks, and upon that understanding be bad 
selected a time fur it to begin, allowing that 
period before the circuits commenced. It 
turned out that his expectations bad not been 
realized, and that, instead of six weeks, pro- 
bably twelve would be required, or possibly 
more. Hebad been extremely anxious to sit 
as long. as he could sit by law,—namely, til? 
the 12th of August; bat he could not sit 
contsary to an Act of Parliament. Bat be 
was prepared to ask the Home Secretary to 
appoint some gentleman to sit as Commission- 
er end go his circuit for him. He bed litde 
doubt this would have been done if he could 
have concluded the trial by sitting till the} 2tb 
of August; but it appeared the case could 
not be concladed then, and that it was a mere 
question whether the adjournment should be 
in the second week of July or in the second 
week of August; and if both parties concur- 
red that the adjournment should be in the 
second week in July he did sot feel in a posi- 
tion to cempel the parties to proceed,

cisco Bulletin of the 3lst ef May publishes, 


the following statemeut :—“Tbhree of four 
days ago the schooner Hutcbiason arrived at 
this port; baving on board Joseph Lorrits, a 
young mau who wag reared ia. this city, 
Some time'sioce an account of the loss of the 
British brig Propoutis waa pubtished. The 
steamer Princess Louise sailed from Scotland 
last March fur a South American port, and at 
one of them Lorritz was engaged. The ca 
tain, heariug of the loss of the Propoatis, 
went to Punta Arenas, and there obtained 
arms, with which they starved forth to aveage 
the mutder of the officers and crew of the 
Propontis. The Princess Louise, when of 
Port Gallact, @ cove ia the Struits of Magel- 
lan, lat, 63° 41/, lon. 72°, saw two canoes 
aud one Kuropean-built boat, filled with 
natives, pulling from the shore towards 
them.” Thé captain bad ao doubt that these 
were the very same sav who bad fallen 
in with thé Propontis, and immediately pre- 
pared te receive them. On the canoes ap- 
proacbing the vessel, he rag one ef them 
down, sinking it and drowning all bands. 
The boat avoided the bows of the steamer, 
and rae alongside; but in atten Ara 
board, the natiwes weré one aad at ta 
e 


In the meantime, the remaining cance 

its escape and returned to shore. The Prin- 
cess Louise sailed on, but that night rao 
ashore add became « wreck. The crew found 
no difficulty in getting to laud, and busied 
themselves all aight in removing provisions 
and other stores trom the ship Ww @ tent 
which they erected on the beach. Just be- 
fore dawn, while the seamen were coming up 
loaded from the edge of the water, preceded 
by a lantern, which the foremost man carried 
ia his band, they were suddenly set upon by 
a horde of savages, armed with spears, Lows 
and arrows, rotgh batchets, and stones. A 
desperate fight ensued. The sailors defended 
themselves without avail ; two of them were 
killed on the spot, and the rest were over~ 
powered. Lorritz ran for bis life, but was 
caught, tied, and lsid on the ground. His 
companions were served in the same way. 
For three weeks they all remained in captiv- 
ity, allowed to wander about with their cap- 
tors during the day, tied all night, and fed 
on what Lorritz called ‘‘blubber.”” At the 
end ct these three weeks Lorritz one night 
contrived to shuffle off his bonds. He crept 
down to the beach, got ioto oué of the boats 
lying there, and put off into the channel, 
where next morning be was fortunate enough 
to fall in with the schooner Hutchinson, on 
board of which he has eome to this city, 
The fate ‘of his companions, who, he says, 
were all Scotchmen, is unkeoown to him, and 
he is unable to tell more than the christian 
name of the captain and crew. Lorrits is 
about 16 years of age, and appears to be 
straightforward He is now with his mother 
in Valencia street.”
